Seek Truce to Permit 
Commissions to Be­ 
gin Operations 


(By Associated Preaa) 
LONDON. June 21.—Delegates ol 
Europe's major nations agreed to­ 
day' to send evacuation commissions 
to ' Spain in an etfort to remove 
lorelgn troops from the 23-months- 
old civil war, and Britain strove to 
make this a means of obtaining a 
truce.

The pressure in the tissues of the 
back of the 
hand 
is 
equal to a 
column of w ater half an inch deep 
F'rom this low it ranges up to an 
in ch -an d -a-h alf of water for leg 
tissues. But in some diseases these 
tissue pressures are m ultiplied up 
to 10 or 15-fold. 
The diseases are heart edem a, 
kidney troubles, pernicious anem ia, 
peritonitis. 
pregnancy 
toxemias, 
m a’nutrition and sclerodema. 
The 
latter is the "steel skin” described 
by Sir W illiam Osier. The skin loses 
all its elasticity, until fingers cannot 
bend and finally it cracks.
